The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Urquizo et al. U.S. Patent 6,701,379 discloses a method for identifying characteristics of 
a remote modem, by determining characteristics of a signal sent from the modem and comparing 
the characteristics to stored values of known devices to identify the remote modem. Urquizo et 
al. disclose that the characteristics may be pre-selected parameters such as training pattem values 
and sign pattem values, but do not disclose that the parameters may include the duration of the 
training signals, as recited in claims 16, 34, 43 and 50. Further, Urquizo et al. do not disclose 
enabling a conmiunication feature according to the comparing of the characteristics, where the 
feature is a request for spectral shaping by an analog modem, as recited in claims 1 and 20.
